morals..." On several occasions in the past 
decade MRA has been attacked in the Com- 
mons, usually by MPs who quarrel at -the 
fact it has exemption for income tax purposes 
in regard to donations. 

Not only did Mr, Carter defend MRA, he has 
given a number of Commons. speeches, the 
theme and phrasing of which has been identical 
with those of official MRA.

He was leading the American League in runs-batted-in 
until Brooks Robinson nosed him out late in the year, and only 
four guys in the AL bettered his 35 homers. Also, his batting 
average was a respectable .279. 

Unfortunately he 
fs a threat also to the good and welfare of his own team when 
he has a first baseman’s mitt on his hand. Stuart's adventures 

. attempting to field batted or thrown balls for the Red Sox last {| 
season earned him the soubriquet of Dr. Strangegiove.
